My Lord, Dublin, Nov. 28. 1724. 


OUR Grace will have the goodneſs to ex- 

cuſe my not writing ſooner, conſidering the 
perpetual hurry I have been in here fince my ar- 
rival, with receiving and paying compliments, 
and trying to ſettle a little in the lodgings I am in, 
till I can find a houſe to fix in. I had, I thank 
God, a very good journey and a quick paſſage 
hither, and can complain of no inconveniency I 
ſuffered, but the weakening of my arm, which 
obliges me to uſe another hand to write to my 
friends. My family have had their health very 
well here, and the weather has been what I 
ſhould have counted good in England. I miſs 
little here but my friends and acquaintance ; and 
I have little to complain of but that too _—_ 
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of our own original eſteem us Engliſbmen, as 


intruders. ä 


At my coming away from England, I was 
very much ſtraitened in my time, or I had croſſed 
to Lambeth to take leave of your Grace, when I 
ſhould have recommended to your favour Mr. 


Blenner- Haſſet for his Doctor's degree. I have 


known him for many years to be well- affected to 
his Majeſty's family, and he was my chaplain all 
the time I was Biſhop of Briſtol, and his circum- 


ſtances and family are ſuch that a good living here 


will make him eaſier than any thing he has hopes 
of in England: and as I have given him hopes of 
doing ſomewhat for him, he thinks he ſhall com- 
mand the more reſpect if he comes over a Doc- 


tor. I have not yet heard whether my predeceſ- 


ſors have claimed a right of giving degrees; but 
if they have, in the preſent ferment here againſt 
the Engliſb, it would be very unpopular in me to 
exerciſe ſuch a power in favour of one of my 
countrymen, nor would it anſwer the end he pro- 
oſes. He will ſpeedily wait upon your Grace in 
e of obtaining this favour at your hands. I 
am glad to find, by the King's ſpeech and the 
addreſſes of both houſes, which is the laſt news 
we have had, that you are likely to have a quiet 
ſeſſions in England, and wiſh, when our turn 
comes, we may have as eaſy a one here.

| ah was. Sunday laſt before I had the honour 
of your Grace's of the 17th paſt: I am very 

- glad to find his Majeſty s affairs go ſo ſmoothly 
in the Parliament in England; I could heartily 
wiſh every thing was as eaſy here. 

I have not troubled your Grace with an ac- 
count of the behaviour of the old grand jury, 
and the preſentment of the new ; becauſe I did 
not queſtion your having an immediate account of 

both from better hands. 

Wee are at preſent in a very bad ſtate, and the 
people ſo poiſoned with apprehenſions of Wood's 
haltperice, that I do not ſee there can be any 
hopes of juſtice” againſt any perſon for ſeditious 
writings, if he does but mix ſomewhat about 
Mood in them. I muſt do the better ſort of people 
here, tlie juſtice to ſay; they ſpeak with great 
concern of the imprudence of the grand juries, 
and the ill ſtop to juſtice: but thoſe who would 
hinder it now are unable. But all ſorts here are 
determinately ſet againſt Wood's halfpence, and 
look upon their eſtates as half ſunk in their value, 

whenever they ſhall paſs upon the nation. . 

Our pamphlets, and the diſcourſes of ſome 
people of weight, run very much upon the indepen- 
dency of this kingdom ; and, in our preſent ſtate, 
that is a very popular notion. But others, (who 
pothibly have had a hand in raiſing this ferment at .

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firſt) declare publickly againſt all ſuch notions, 
profeſſing the utmoſt loyalty to his Majeſty; and 
are very uneaſy at the ill humour, and inſolent. 
behaviour, of the people. I am ſatisfied, many 
here think ten 3 thouſand pounds worth 
of halfpence would be of ſervice; but they dare 
not ſay ſo to any Iriſbman; nor at preſent does 
there ſeem to be any way of compoling matters; 
all fearing or pretending to fear, the parliament; 
and except things cool a little, I am apt to think 
the parliament would fear the madneſs of the 
people. Though all people are equally ſet againſt | 
Wood here, yet many of the preſent madneſſes 
are ſuppoſed to come from Papiſts, mixing with, 
and ſetting on others, with whom they formerly

I have been in ſuch an unſettled ſtate, that I. 
have been leſs able to learn how things go, than 
I hope to do in ſome time. As I gain more.

X81 am very deſirous to ſerve the Church, 
to which it has pleaſed God to call me; I 
have, ſince my arrival, been enquiring into the 
wants of the Clergy here, and the produce of 
the fund given to ſupply thoſe wants. And find- 
ing, that the fund will, probably, raiſe but 300 J. 
per annum, communibus annis; and, that this ſcanty 
fund is about 1500 J. in debt; I have been talking 
with my brethren, the biſhops, about encouraging 
a a ſubſcription among them and the inferiour clergy,. 
to bring the fund out of debt, and make a ſmall 
beginning of a larger ſupply to the wants of the 
Church; in hopes, that we mav (after having done 
ſomewhat ourſelves) with the better grace apply to 
the laity for their aſſiſtance. 
AN p the propoſal at laſt agreed upon by the 
_ Archbiſhop of Dublin, the Biſhops of Meath, Dro- 
more, Elfin, Clonfert, and myſelf, to be communi- 
cated to our vrethren the biſhops ; and (if appro- 
ved by them) to be, by them, recommended to the 
inferiour clergy in their reſpective dioceſes, for their 
concurrence, is this; That every archbiſhop and 
biſhop would be pleaſed to ſubſcribe, at the rate of 
2 per cent. per annum, for three years, out of his 
yearly income, to be rated by himſelf, deductis one- 
ribuse and (in like manner, and for the ſame term) 
that every clergyman, poſſeſt of above 100 J. per

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annum, ſubſcribe, at the rate of 1 per cent. And, 
that every clergyman, poſſeſt of preferment from 
50 to 100 J. per annum, ſubſcribe Ten Shillings. 
Any one, notwithſtanding, to be at liberty to ſub- 
ſcribe a larger proportion, if he thinks fit. 

T EIs is deſigned to be employed in aid of the 
fund of firſt-fruits :' the money, ſo gathered, to be 
lodged in the hands of Dr. C2g4://; and to be laid 

out in purchaſing glebes, or impropriations, as the 
biſhops ſhall direct. Several of the clergy, who 
have been talked with here, have expreſſed a readi- 
neſs to come in to the deſign, if the biſhops would 

ſubſcribe a double proportion of what the clergy 
were deſired to ſubſcribe, on this occaſion. The 

whole is deſired to be entirely voluntary. I have 
reaſon to believe the Archbiſhops of Caſbel and 
Tuam will chearfully come in to the deſign. 
I DouUBT not of your Lordſhip's readineſs to 
concur with any thing, that may be of ſervice to 
religion: but I muſt deſire your opinion concern- 
| ing this propoſal ; as being ſatisfied, you are a bet-

HAVE received your Lordſhip's of the 13th 


inſtant, and I am very much ſurprized at the 

account it encloſes. I do not remember to have 
heard of any caſe like it in Eng/and. The Dean 
ſeems to. me not to have behaved himſelf with 
the reſpect due to his Dioceſan : and I could wiſh 
your Lordſhip had put him more in the wrong, 
by ſhewing a little more patience and temper on 
your fide. But, what provocations were firſt 
given by the Dean; or, what was the full ſtate 
of the ee in the morning, on which the quar- 
rel in the afternoon was grounded, does not ap- 
pear by the account your Lordſhip has encloſed. 
I am not yet enough acquainted with the laws 
and conſtitutions of this church, to be able to ad-

II is now ſome weeks ſince I had the honour 


of writing to your Grace, as I was deſirous to 


learn as much as I could from all hands, before I 


aye your Grace the trouble of another letter: 1 
ave in the mean time, made it my buſineſs to 


talk with ſeveral of the moſt leading men in par- 
liament ; and have employed others to pick up 


what they could learn from a variety of people ; 
and I find by my own and others enquiries, that 


the people of every religion, country, and party 


here, are alike ſet againſt Yood's halfpence, and 
that their agreement in this has had a very un- 
happy influence on the ſtate of this nation, by 
bringing on intimacies between Papiſts and Ja- 
cobites, and the Whigs, who before had no cor- 
reſpondence with them; ſo that tis queſtioned, 
whether (if there were occaſion) juſtices of the 
peace could be found, who would be ſtrict in 
diſarming Papiſts. 
The apprehenſion of the loſs they ſhall ſuffer 
if theſe halfpence are introduced, has too much 
cooled the zeal of numbers, that were before 
very well affected; and it has appeared by ſome 
occurrences ſince my arrival, of which your 
Grace had (no doubt) a particular account at the 
time they happened: and I fear on any new occa- 
ſion, it would ſtill more appear, that the uneaſi- 
neſs againſt the halfpence is a protection for any

ſedition, uttered or publiſhed, that has any thing 
againſt the halfpence intermixed with it. So that 
*tis impoſſible for the government, in our preſent 
ſtate, to have juſtice againſt any ſuch delinquents: 
nor do I believe, that any witneſſes in ſuch a 225 
ſecution, could be ſafe in their perſons. 5455 
That there has been a great deal of art uſed to 
ſpread this general infection, and that the Papiſts 
and Jacobites have been very induſtrious in this 
affair for very bad ends, I find moſt of the men 
of ſenſe here will allow. It is likewiſe certain, 
that ſome fooliſh and other ill- meaning people, 
have taken this opportunity of propagating a no- 
tion of the independency of this kingdom on that 
of England; but I muſt, at the ſame time, do 
juſtice to thoſe of the beſt ſenſe and eſtates here, 
that they abhor any ſuch notion; and that they 
eſteem the great ſecurity of all they have here, to 
lie in their dependency on the kingdom as well as 
King of England. And I hope the folly of ſome, 
and the wickedneſs of others, in ſpreading ſuch 
pernicious principles, will not provoke any on the 


other fide of the water, to take any angry ſteps, - - 


to diſtreſs a nation, where the Proteſtants are ge- 
nerally well affected to his Majeſty ; and where 


the title to their eſtates is viſibly interwoven with 


that of his Majeſty to the Crown; and where no 
great damage can be done them, without ſenſibly. 
hurting England: and I the rather hope fo, be- 
cauſe there are other methods of preventing any 
ill conſequence of ſuch notions, which. are ve 


obvious, and of which I ſhall, if deſired, ſpeak 
more particularly another time. |

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At preſent I ſhall only proceed to acquaint your 


Grace, what are the apprehenſions people gene- 
rally have here, of what they ſhall certainly ſuf- 


fer by the new halfpence being introduced, and 
which keep a ſpirit of uneaſineſs in them till 


the patent is abſolutely ſunk ; for whilſt that 


ſubſiſts, though not puſhed into execution, tis 


cConſidered here as a ſtorm, that will ſome day 
break over their heads. 


Buy the beſt computations or conjectures here, 


the current coin of this nation, in gold, filver, 


and copper, is thought not to exceed 400,000 /. 
The addition of 40, ooo J. in new copper, to the 
preſent copper-money, will make the copper- 
money of this nation, at leaſt, one-eighth of their 
whole ſpecie. They think where the copper- 
money is ſo conſiderable a part of the whole 
ſpecie, it is impoſible to keep. it from making 
a ſenſible part in all payments, whether of 


| rents, debts, or the purchaſe of goods : that if 


it be once admitted to have a currency. it will 


the more work its way into all payments; as 


men of ſubſtance in trade will be tempted by a 
premium (from the patentee) of 20, 3o, or 40. 


per cent. to force it's currency among the meaner 


people; and they again can only pay their land- 
lords and others, in ſuch as they receive: that 


(when, inſtead of ſerving for change, it enters 
into all payments) it will be impoſſible to hinder 


the Dutch and others, from pouring in large. 
quantities of counterfeit copper: that the conſe- 
quence of this muſt be the loſs of our filver and 


gold, | 
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old, to the ruin of our trade and manufactures, 
and the ſinking the rent of all the eſtates here. 

This is. the ſabſtance of what the men of 
ſenſe and eſtates here, are fully poſſeſt with. 
And when I tell them the copper-money of Eng- 
land is conſiderably ſhort of the intrinfick worth 
of what it goes for; and that yet I never could 
hear of any ſurmiſe of the Dutch pouring in 
any counterfeit copper there; nor, was it ever 
attempted to make payments in copper there : 
what they anſwer is, that probably all the copper- 
money there, in being at once, ſeldom exceeds - 
one hundredth part of the whole ſpecie of mo-- 
ney ; and ſo is kept barely for uſe of change. 

I have been talking with them, whether there 
could not be room for admitting from 10 to 
20,000/. in copper? which I have reaſon to 
believe they want ; or at leaſt, that it would be 
a kindneſs to the nation if they had it. But they 
all agree, in the preſent ferment, it is impoſ- 
ſible to admit any: and they all expreſs a jealouſy, 
that the admitting any new copper would open a 
door for ſuch a quanuty, as would prove ruinous 
to this nation. 

' Theſe are the preſent notions of pong berg 
which tis in vain to try to remove: and as long 
as the fear of the new halfpence laſts, there is no 


hope of any peace and quiet in people's minds; and 


much leſs of any ſo much as decent proceedings, 
if a parliament were to ſit. This has made me 
talk further with the ſame perſons, what com- 
promiſe can be offered to have Mood 's pa tent ſunk.

muſt have been a very great ſufferer by the ob-

that I did not find any body in England doubted 
of the legality of the grant : that where the pa- 
tentee was not proved to have contravened the 


conditions of the grant, it could not in juſtice be 


revoked ; [to this they unanimouſly reply, that 


he has uttered worſe than his patent allows] that

T is now above a month ago, ſince I troubled 
your Grace with a very long letter, relating 


to the affairs of this nation: and I ſhould not 


have written again on any of the ſubjects therein 
mentioned, till after receiving your Grace's com- 
mands, if there were not repeated advices. from 
England, that upon the report of the Archbiſhop 

of Dublin's illneſs, there was a very great canvaſs 

on the bench about his ſucceſſour, without the 

leaſt regard to what might be repreſented from 
hence, as of ſervice to his Majeſty. Your Grace 
knows very well that I was very content with 
what I had in England, and my juſt expectations 
there; and that it was purely in obedience' to his 
Majeſty's pleaſure, that I came hither : and now 
F am here, the only thing that can make: me un- 

eaſy, 1s, if I ſhould not be enabled to carry on his 
Majeſty's ſervice here; the proſpect of doing 
which is the greateſt comfort I have in my pre- 
ſent ſtation. But if the Biſhopricks here, are to 
be diſpoſed of elſewhere, without leaving me 
room for any thing more, than (as it may hap- 


pen) objecting againſt a perſon, who may be ſent

HERE has been a great deal of heat here, 
about an affair that has lately happened in 
the College, of which I had written ſooner to 

Et, | ED - your 


your Grace, but that I hoped it might have been 
terminated here, as the ſtatutes of the College di- 
rect, without giving any trouble at London. But 
as I hear from all hands, that very partial accounts 
of it have been ſent over to England, and a great 
deal has been talked of it there among the Lords, 
and that great endeavours are uſing there to bring 
the matter before the Council, I think I ſhould 
be wanting in my duty to his Majeſty, if I did 
not give your grace a ſhort information of the caſe, 
which may prevent any haſty meaſures being ta- 
ken through ſur prize. 2 
Two Under-graduates of the College, one of 
them a ſcholar of the houſe, had company at 
their chambers till about an hour. after the keys 
of the College were carried, according to cuſtom, 
to the Provoſt : when their company, was willing 
to go, upon finding the College gates ſhut, and 
being told the keys were carried to the Provoſt, 
the Scholars went to the Provoſt's lodgings, and 
Knocked there in an outrageous manner. Upon 
the Provoſt's man coming to the door to ſee what 
was the matter, they told him they came for the 
keys to let out their friends, and would have 
them, or they would break open the gates: he 
aſſured them the keys were carried to his maſter, 
and that he durſt not awake him to get them, 
and then the man withdrew : upon their coming 
again to knock with great violence at the Provoſt's 
door he was forced to riſe, and came down and told 
them, they ſhould not have the keys, and bid his 
man and the porter take notice who they were : 
The next day he called the two Deans to his aſ- 
eee | ſiſtance 
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ſiſtance as their ſtatutes require, and ſent for the 


lads to his lodgings ; the ſcholar of the houſe 


came, but not the other; to him they propoſed 
his making a ſubmiſſion for his fault in the hall, 
and being publickly admoniſhed there. This he 
made a difficulty of doing, and upon their pro- 
ceeding to the hall, when he came out of the 
lodgings, he put. on his hat before the Provoſt, 
and walked off. The Provoſt and Deans went 
on to the hall; and, after waiting there ſome

gratitude or duty to your Lordſhip : But whatever

I have dif- 
courſed with my Lord Lieutenant of the illegality 
as I conceive it, of this practiſe, and of the dan-

And the rea- 
ſon he gave was in effect, that the miniſtry had 
been the authors of that patent, but that his 
Majeſty had been wiſe enough to ſee the ill con- 
ſequences of it, and ſo had revoked it.

The army is like to be in great diſtreſs by 
what they have done, to prevent which they talk 
of doing a moſt unjuſt and unreaſonable thing, 
the voting that the payments on the civil lift 
| ſhall be poſtponed, to ſupply the exigencies of the 
army. Great pains have been taken by my Lord

and as the ſon himſelf is far from being beloved 
here : the other has no perſonal intereſt ; and if 
he has not the ſupport of a new place, or new 
countenance, will ſoon fink in his weight.

S our bills arrived here on Tueſday the par- 
liament met, according to their adjourn- 


ment, on this day, to proceed on buſineſs, and 
the firſt thing done in both houſes, was acquaint- 
ing them with his Majeſty's anſwers to their 


ſeveral addreſſes; in our houſe nothing happened, 
as nothing was expected : but in the Houſe of 


Commons (as his Majeſty in his anſwer expreffed 


his hopes that they would take care to put the 
army in a condition for ſervice, if there ſhould be 
occaſion) there came on a debate of ſeveral hours. 
What was deſigned to be carried there was an 
addreſs to his Majeſty, to apply ſo much of the 


money given this ſeſſion of parliament as might 


pay two years intereſt at ſeven per cent. of the 
arrears of the army from Midſummer 1724, to 
Midſummer 1725; and likewiſe two years inte- 
reſt of the arrears due to the half-pay officers 
from Chriſtmas 1724, to Midſummer 172 5. The 
arrears of the army for the time mentioned 
amount to about 51,000 pounds; the arrears due 
to the half-pay officers for the fix months amount 

to about 11,000 pounds, and there would then 
have been left due near nine months to both of 
them. But after great debates, it was found it 
would be but by a ſmall majority things could be 
carried in that way, and that much the fame 
thing could be compaſt in another way, into

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which the houſe came at laſt without a diviſion ;

I am, in duty to his Majeſty, obliged to ac- 
quaint your Grace that the new liſt of privy 
councellors has very much offended ſeveral that 
are beſt affected to his Majeſty here; and that we 
of the Engliſb nation think by this increaſe out 
weight will grow leſs in the council than it was: 
and beſides, we think it very much leſſens that 
authority we imagine it is deſigned we ſhould 
have here, to have a thing of this moment ſettled 
and finiſhed, without our being in the leaſt con- 
ſulted * whether we were of opinion it would be 
for his Majeſty's ſervice to admit ſuch a number 
and ſuch perſons. 

I am confident we ſhall ſerve his Majeſty 
here to the utmoſt of our power, but that 
power muſt every day grow leſs, if it appears 
that things of the greateſt conſequence are fixed 
on the other ſide of the water without our 


privity.

Complaints come in daily from ſuch as 
employ numbers of hands, that the luſty young 
fellows are quitting them upon this pretence. 
There are likewiſe accounts from ſeveral parts

Me have given the neceſſary orders to all cuſ-

But by the beſt judgment I can make, in ſome 
time we ſhall be under a neceſſity of putting the 
militia here in order, to prevent any ſurprize. 
But of this we have not yet had time to conſider 
maturely ; and as whenever it is done, it may 
cauſe ſome alarm, we ſhall do nothing of that 
nature, without firſt laying the ſtate of affairs 
here before his Majeſty, and receiving his 
commands. | |

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I am very forry, my Lord, to be forced to ac- 
_ quaint your Lordſhip, that the new increaſe of 
our privy council has given very great. uneaſineſs 
to ſeveral well-affeted to his Majeſty here, on 
account of the characters of ſeveral of the perſons.

When General Macartney arrives in England, I 
am confident he will report that we have uſed all 
poſſible diligence in expediting the tranſport of 
the forces, which we hope, if the wind permits, 
will fail from Cor the middle of next week.

My Lord, Dublin, May 21. 1726. 
HE encouragement your Grace has been 
pleaſed to give me, to aſk your advice in 

any difficulty I meet with here, occaſions my 
giving you this trouble. I find myſelf very much 
aggrieved by the Archbiſhop of Dublin in ſome 
points, the which are of ſuch a nature, that 1 


cannot (without prejudice to my ſucceſſors): __ 
er 
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fer them to go on, without looking out for ſome 
remedy. But I am unwilling to take any ſtep, 
before I have the favour of your opinion and ad- 
vice, as to what meaſures are moſt proper to ” 
taken by me, or rather by the crown, which is, I 
think, at leaſt as much concerned as I am, in the 
caſe I ſhall now lay before you. 

The power the Archbiſhop of Armagh claims 
of granting licenſes for marriages, at uncanonical 
hours and places, 1s as follows : 

In the 28th of Hen. VIII. there was a ſtatute 
paſt here, entitled, the Act of Faculties; which 
for the bulk of it, is only a recital of the Exgliſb 
ſtatute of the 25th of Hen. VIII. concerning 

peter-pence and diſpenſations; with an application 
at the end to the kingdom of [re/and. There 
is likewiſe another ſtatute paſt here 2%. Eli. 
entitled, an act for reſtoring to the crown the an- 
tient juriſdiction over the eſtate ecclefiaſtical and 
Spiritual, and aboliſhing all foreign authority re- 
Pugnant to the ſame; which act is almoſt verba- 
tim the ſame with the Eugliſb ſtatute 1069 E/7S. 
of the ſame title, as to the general part; and 
as to the repealing and reviving part, repeals 

or reyives ſuch ſtatutes of Phil. and Mary, or 
Hen. VIIL as were thought proper to be repealed 
or revived. And in both theſe acts, there is 4 
power lodged in the crown, to authorize ſuch 
perſon or perſons as the crown ſhall think proper 
to exerciſe the ſeveral powers therein mentioned 

in this kingdom. 

In virtue of theſe two ſtatutes cohich in the 
beginning of the grant are mentioned as the foun- 

dation 
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dation of the ſeveral powers therein granted) King 
James the firſt, by letters patent to Chriſt. Hamp- 
ton, Archbiſhop of Armagh, (dated April 10. 
anno regni of England 20. and of Scotland 55.) 
did among other things, grant full power, autho- 
rity, and juriſdiction to him the ſaid CHriſt. Hamp- 
ton and his ſucceſſors Archbiſhops of Armagh for 
ever, from time to time and at all times requi- 
ſite, to give, grant, and diſpoſe of all manner of 
ſuch licenſes, diſpenſations, com poſitions, faculties, 
grants, reſcripts, delegacies, inſtruments, and all 
other writings (ot what kind, nature, or qualit 
ſoever they be) as by force of the ſaid Act of 
Parliament may be given and granted, in the moſt 
large and ample manner : and did likewiſe by the 
fame letters patent, enable Chriſt. Hampton and 
his ſucceſſors, &c. to appoint a commiſſary or 
commiſſaries, under them. In virtue of theſe 
letters patent, my predeceſſors have from time 
to time appointed commiſſaries, who as occaſion 
has offered, have granted faculties for marriages 
at uncanonical hours and places, which are here 
uſually termed prerogative licenſes. 

The authority of theſe licenſes never has (that 
I can learn) been diſputed, nor is it now; but his 
Grace of Dublin is pleaſed to ſet up his licenſes as 
of equal force with the prerogative licenſes; 
which licenſes of his differ no farther from the 
common epiſcopal licenſes in England, than what 
neceſſarily follows from their being directed here, 
to the clergyman who is to marry the parties; 
whereas in England, they are directed to the par- 
ties to be married. The canons indeed here are 


very 


either the crown or myſelf, or both, to put a ſtop 
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very ſevere againſt any clergyman marrying in 
uncanonical places or hours: the 52d canon here 


| puniſhing the ſo doing in a beneficed clergyman, 
with deprivation ; in a non-beneficed clergyman, 


by degradation: whereas by the Engliſb canon, 
the puniſhment is only ſuſpenſion per triennium. 

But to give a currency to the common epiſco- 
pal licenſes (which are all his Grace of Dublin 
even pretends to grant) he has been pleaſed (both 
in private converſation, and at his publick viſita- 
tions) to encourage his clergy to marry at any 
hour, and in private houſes, purely in virtue of 
one of his licenſes; aſſuring them they need not 
be afraid of the canon, ſince he is the only per- 
ſon, who can call them to account for breach of 
the canon, and that (they may depend upon it) 
he never will call them to ſuch account. 

The uſe the Archbiſhop of Dublin makes of 


his licenſes in this way (by making them ſerve 


for marrying at uncanonical hours and places) is 
uſurping a power, which no ways belongs to 
him by any law or cuſtom. And'as the power 
I claim entirely depends on the ſupremacy given 
to the crown in ſpiritual matters by theſe acts of 
parliament, and is derived to me (and my ſucceſ- 
ſors) from the crown; I take this proceeding of 


his Grace to be a direct invaſion of the authority 


of the crown, as well as an injury to me. And 
therefore I think the crown as much concerned 
to ſtop theſe irregular proceedings as Iam. 

Now what I defire of your Grace is, to in- 
form me, which is the moſt proper method for 


to 


F 
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to this illegal practice: and likewiſe which is the 
beſt and eaſieſt way of convicting and puniſhing 
any clergyman in the dioceſe of Dublin, who 
breaks the canon in this manner, though his pro- 
per ordinary will not meddle with him. 

And as the ignorance I have obſerved in the 
moſt eminent common lawyers of England in ec- 


dleſiaſtical matters, perſuades me that I can have 


very little help from conſulting the lawyers of 
this country, who are much inferior to thoſe of 
England for ſkill and experience, I am the more 
defirous to have your Grace's advice in this mat- 
ter: and the grievance IT labour under on this 
| head, is the greater here, becauſe the people are 

more vain than in Eng/and; and thoſe of mo- 
derate fortunes in this country, think it beneath 
them to be married at the regular time and 
place. And in the way his grace of Dublin has 
put this affair, the breaches of the canon relating 
to marriages, and the invaſions of that power 
granted by the crown to the Archbiſhops of 
Armagh, are more numerous here than the 
would be, if any biſhop made the like attempt 
in England. 5 

I ſhall in a poſt or two ſend a copy of this 
caſe to the Biſhop of London, to deſire his opi- 
nion likewiſe : for I have a troubleſome and per- 
verſe opponent to deal with; and cannot have 
too much aſſiſtance. I hope his lordſhip will

All things were quiet till yeſterday in 
the evening, when a very numerous rabble aſſem- 
bled in Stephen's Green, as they uſually have done 
on the Toth of June, and between eight and 


nine (upon a meſſage to the Lord Mayor from 
ſome of the inhabitants of the Green, complaining 
of ſuch a riotous aſſembly) the Lord Mayor, She- 


riffs, and ſome aldermen, attended with a num- 
ber of conſtables, came on the Green to diſperſe 


the rabble, but meeting with oppoſition, and 


being aſſaulted with ſtones, bricks, and dirt, the

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Lord Mayor ſent for afliſtance to the forces, and 
had firſt 4 detachment of about 40 foot, and af- 


terwards about the like number of horſe ; at firſt 


the rabble would not diſperſe, but upon ſome of 
the foot firing with ball, and wounding three or 
four of them, and the horſe appearing ſoon after, 


they diſperſed, and about 30 af them are taken 


and impriſoned. They will very ſpeedily · be exa- 


mined; and we are not without hopes of finding 


out ſome gentlemen, who by ſome circumſtances 
are thought to have had a hand in occafioning this 


diſturbance. If we are able to come at any deſign 
of importance, we ſhall ſend advice of it; but at 
preſent I do not find that there was much more 


in it than the popiſh rabble coming down to fight 


the whig mob, as they uſed to do on that day, 
only that upon the proſpect of a war, the papiſts 
are better in heart, and ſo might come in greater

things ſo well, and to keep off meddling with

England; as likewiſe to prevent the addreſſing 


for a mint to be eſtabliſhed here. We have 
' avoided any calculations, both to prevent our re- 

queſt being ſent to the officers of the mint, and 
running a length of time there; and becauſe we 


were ſatisfied no calculation of ours could give

to be tilled, and that every farmer has till Mi- 
chaelmas come two years to lay out his ſchemes 
of ploughing, we hope it will not be counted 
any hardſhip to force them to plough ſo ſmall 
a proportion of their land. 

The want of ſuch a proviſion as is made in the 
bill about mending bridges, has often occaſioned 
50 or 100/. expence to the county, where 5 or 
10/. would have done at firſt. | / 

The indemnifying bill ſpeaks for itſelf. 

As to the bill requiring ſome years converſion 
in papiſts before they practiſe the law, your Lord- 
hip knows the bad caſe we are in here with new 
converts practifing, and the dangerous conſequence 
it may have in length of time; your Lordſhip 
has likewiſe ſeen, that nothing can be moved 
about papiſts or converts in either houſe but 
what is at laſt ſo clogged as to come to nothing; 
which made us willing to ſend over a bill to 
this one point ; if there are political reaſons on 
the other ſide of the water for dropping it, the 
Crown 1s under no difficulty, becauſe we have ſent 
bills enough without it; but I believe if it is 
returned, it will certainly paſs here.

The preſent Biſhop of CLOYNE, 
On which he applies for Relief. 


Y an act paſſed the ſecond ſeſſion 19 reg. 
Anne c. 21. the forfeited eſtates in this 
kingdom, unſold or undiſpoſed of, were veſted in 
the Queen, her heirs and ſucceſſors; and the 
money ariſing from them to be brought into the 
Exchequer in Ireland, and there to be kept apart 
from her Majeſty's other revenues, to be applied 
as the parliament of England ſhall direct. 

By an act 20 & 30 reg. Anna c. 10. the money 
remaining in the Treaſury of England from the 
ſale of forfeited eſtates here, Lord Bophir's 
2 5000 J. and other rents, arrears, &c. were to 
go towards paying a year's intereſt on the deben- 
tures. Since which, no other diſpoſal has been 
made by the parliament of England of theſe for- 
feitures, except in the late Biſhop of Cloyne's bill: 
the ſtate of which is this; ee 

The late Biſhop of Cloyne underſtanding that 
the lands and manor of Donaghmore had once be- 
Jonged to the ſee of Cloyne, had probably by 
ſome agent bid 4020 J. for the ſaid lands, and 
paid down 1340 J. as one third of the purchaſe 
money. After which he applied to the parlia- 
ment of England, and obtained an act of parlia- 


ment there, by which the other two _ 
5 other f 
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the purchaſe money were remitted. The lands 


and manor of Donaghmore were for ever united to 
the ſee of Cloyne. 

But in order to reimburſe him the 1340 J. he 
had advanced, he Was to be repaid that ſum out 


of the undiſpoſed forfeitures here. And becauſe 
that fund might prove deficient, his executors, 


&c. were to keep the eſtate of Donaghmore upon 
his death, &c. till the whole 1340 J. or what 


part of it remained unpaid, with intereſt from 


the time of his death, was anſwered out of the 
rents of the lands of Donaghmore. 

The part of that private act relating to this, I 
have ſent a copy of. f 
Novy it ſeems ſome of theſe undiſpoſed eſtates, 
and ſome money from arrears, &c. are ſtill in the 
hands of the Commiſſioners of the revenue here. 
Whether the late Biſhop of Clayne applied to 
the Commiſſioners to be paid the 1340 J. I can- 
not learn; but the whole ſum remains unpaid, 


and in virtue of the act laſt mentioned, the late 


Biſhop's executors keep the lands of Donaghmore 
from the preſent Biſhop. 
And his application to the government is, that 
purſuant to the act of parliament, the 1340 J. may 
be paid out of the undiſpoſed forfeited eſtates. 


By what I have heard the Commiſſioners here | 


ſay, thoſe eſtates are indebted to the revenue here 
for the recovery of them near goo /. and ſome 


body has been made receiver of thoſe rents at 


a ſalary of near half or a third part of the rents. 
But a thorough knowledge of the ſtate of thoſe 
forfeited eſtates can ſcarce be had till your Ex- 
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cellency in perſon makes thoſe enquiries, which

I muſt beg leave on this occaſion to acquaint 
your Grace that it is of the utmoſt conſequence to 
have this vacancy filled from England, - _ 

We have found by experience ſince the Lord 
Chief Baron has been the only Engliſbman among 
the three chief Judges, that things have gone very 
-heavy in the privy council here. - 

When any thing is tranſacting in council that 
can be thought to be for the advantage of Eng- 
land, or where any perſons of conſideration here 
may be offended, the beſt we can hope for from 
a native of this place is, that he will ſtay away 
from council inſtead of promoting the King's ſer- 
vice by his preſence and debating. 

I muſt likewiſe take the liberty to caution 
againſt ſuffering the preſent Lord Chief Juſtice of 
the King's Bench to remove. to the Common 
Pleas, which was the game played laſt time, with 
an intent to keep off a perſon from England, and 
played with ſucceſs. There will be no difficulty 
in finding a lawyer of worth in England to. come 
over to the Common 'Pleas, which is almoſt a 
ſine- cure; but it was then found, and will again 
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be found difficult to get a perſon of any worth to

l am apt to think it may be for the King's ſer- 
vice not to fill this place before the main buſineſs 
of our parliament is over; but muſt repreſent it 
as the joint ſenſe of the Eng/z/b here, that it 
ought to be filled from England.

Here is ſuch a jealouſy of increaſing the wealth 
of the Church, that what ſucceſs our bills will 
have with the Commons is uncertain. 

I hope for your Lordſhip's ſupport of them in 

the council when they come there, againſt which 
time I ſhall ſend you a proper account of them. 

I muſt again recommend Mr. Stephens to your 
Lordſhip's protection, as to the promiſe made 
him of a canonry of Chriſt Church. 

I find the peace is ſtill uncertain, though we 
hope for the beſt.

on accordingly. 5 

I find by my Lord Lieutenant the miniſtry are 
not deſirous that a convocation ſhould fit here; 
nor do I deſire it, except they had ſome uſeful 
buſineſs to do, and I was thoroughly certain they 
would confine themſelves to that. | 

I have had no great occaſion or leiſure to en- 
quire into the nature of our convocation here, but 
as it is made up of the clergy of four provinces, 
I find ſome of our bench queſtion whether they 
have ever. been fettled in ſuch a regular me- 
thod of being called, as to make a truly legal 
aſſembly.

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I am glad to find things have gone ſo very well 
in England fince bis Majeſty's acceſſion, and that 
the late King's friends (who moſt certainly are ſo 
to his preſent Majeſty } have no cauſe of complaint. 

My Lord Lieutenant has made no change in 
any. place here. 

We were ſome time ago more certain of a 
ſpeedy peace here: by all accounts than we ſeem 
to be at preſent, but I hope all will end well. 

I moſt heartily with your Grace many happy 
new years, and am very much obliged to your 
Lordſhip for your readineſs to aſſiſt me on o- 
caſion with your intereſt : I am ſure the ſteady 
attachment of your Grace to his Majeſty's family 
and perſon will always make you have a weight 
at court.

The difficulties that were in part apprehended 
in the ſeſſions of parliament are now pretty well 
over: the publick accounts have been ſtated to 
the ſatis faction of the Commons, and the uſnal 
money bill will be ready for the council next 
Monday. As the accounts have been now audited 
by the Commiſſioners of Accounts to Lady- day 
laſt, and will whilſt the Engliſb have any power

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My Lord Chancellor and Lord Chief Baron 
have been very diligent in the affair of the 
accounts; and it has not been without great 


preſſing that we could get the ſeveral officers to 
have the accounts ready to be audited before the 


parliament met: and I muſt do them both the 


juſtice to ſay, that they give great content in 
their reſpective courts.

8 we are cdine over ſome bills to England, 
which are of great conſequence to religion 
in this country, and in the ſupporting of which at 
council I muſt beg your Lordſhip's aſſiſtance, I 
give you this trouble to let you know what is our 
caſe, and what are our views in them. 
There are probably in this kingdom five pa- 
piſts at leaſt to one proteſtant : we have incum- 
bents and curates to the number of about 800, 
whilſt there are near 3000 popiſh prieſts of all 
ſorts here. A great part of our clergy have no 
parſonage-houſes, nor glebes to build them on: we 
have many pariſhes eight and ten, twelve and four- 
teen miles long, with it. may be only one Church 
in them, and that often at one end of the parith : 
we have few market towns that ſupply convenient 


food for the neighbourhood, nor farmers that can 


ſupply the common neceſſaries of life, which may 
be had at moſt farmers in England; ſo that all 
agree no clergyman in the country can live with- 
out a moderate glebe in his hands : and as there 
can be no hopes of getting ground of the papiſts 
without more Churches or Chapels, and more re- 


fident clergymen, we have been framing two 


bills, one for explaining and amending an act for 


the better maintenance of curates in the Church 


of Ireland, 60 — By that act a Biſhop was 
enabled 
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enabled to cauſe one or two Chapels of Eaſe to be 
erected in any pariſh where a number of Proteſ- 
tants lived ſix miles from the Church, and that 
was underſtood to mean ſix country miles, which 
are at leaſt nine meaſured miles, and in many 
places twelve: we have reduced that diſtance 
to five meaſured miles: the incumbents and 
patrons conſent we have omitted, as what we 
fear will render the bill uſeleſs: the conſents 
we have made neceſſary are ſuch proteſtant in- 
habitants as may want a Chapel excluſive of 
thoſe of the Mother- church, or on the other ſide 
of it, as they muſt contribute towards building 
it: at the inſtance of the clergy we have like- 
wiſe excluded ſuch as live within two miles of 
a neighbouring Church: the Biſhop has the 


ſame power of appointing a falary for theſe new 
curates as that act allowed. | 


We have like wiſe there provided for the building 
of Chapels of Eaſe in cities and towns corporate. 

The other is an act to explain an act for the 
better enabling of the clergy having the cure of 
ſouls to reſide on their reſpective benefices, &c. 
89 Georg. c. 12. There is by the old act a power 
of giving land under 40 acres for a glebe, at half 
the improved rent or more; but as moſt of the 
eſtates here are under ſettlements, it has little 
effect: and there are now three or four gen- 
tlemen that would grant 15 or 20 acres for 
glebes if they were at liberty. This act therefore 
is to empower thoſe under ſettlements to give a 
glebe at the full improved rent, to be ſettled by 
a Jury, on condition of building and improving. 


O 2 Beſide 
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Beſide the benefit of diſtreſs fo arrears”. of 
rent, the Biſhop is impowered to ſequeſter the 
whole living upon complaint to pay ſuch arrears. 
And that the ſucceſſor may not have an unreaſon- 
able arrear come upon him, the Biſhop is obliged 
to enquire at every annual viſitation which we 
hold here, whether the rent is paid, and to ſe- 
queſter and ſee it paid. The ſame power of 
giving a glebe is extended to perpetual curacies 
in livings appropriate or impropriate. N 

Having endeavoured to provide glebes, we 
oblige all future incumbents having convenient 
glebes, to build. All are allowed three-fourths 
of what they lay out, but we ſee nothing but 
force will make them build. 

As there are ſeveral ſchools of whoſe endow- 
ments I am truſtee, that have ſome no houſe, 
55 inconvenient little ones, without land near 
them, the ſame encouragement is given to them 
to build as to the clergy, and they are impowered 
to exchange ſome land for a convenient demean, 
under proper inſpection. 

We have likewiſe ſent over a bill about the re- 
covering of tythes and other ecclefiaſtical dues, un- 
der 40.5. We had the Engliſb act before us, but 
have altered ſome things to pleaſe the Commons, 
who have twice thrown out a bill of the ſame 
nature; ob/ations and obventions are omitted to 
pleaſe them. We have likewiſe excluded cler- 
gymen from being the juſtices before whom ſuch 
cauſes may be tried, that they might not play 
the game into one another's hands; for in many 
places here one fourth or fifth of the reſident

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juſtices are clergymen, for want of reſident 
gentlemen. „ . 
The bill is exceedingly neceſſary here, ſince 
the recovery of little dues coſts more than they 
are worth, and the juſtices will not help. People 
ſtand contempt and excommunication, and the 
taking up coſts too much, and beſide moſt of them 
muſt be abſolutely ruined if taken up. th 
There is likewiſe another bill coming which 
has been in force ſeven years already, by which 
the incumbent that has been a wrong clerk is 
accountable for the profits received, after ſuch 
_ allowances made for ſerving the cure. The laity 
in both houſes are very eager for it, and the Eng- 
liſb Biſhops are for it, there having been formerly 
very extraordinary things done here by Biſhops, 
in putting clerks in poſſeſſion that ſcarce had a 
ſhadow of a title . I am,

1 Lately troubled your Grace with an account 
of three bills we are ſending from hence; I 
ſhall now trouble you with an account of two or 
three more, in the paſſing of which in England 
I muſt defire your Grace's aſſiſtance. . _ 

I he firſt relates to the more eaſy recovery of 
tythes and other eccleſiaſtical dues of ſmall value. 
The value ſettled iu the bill is not exceeding 40s. 
We had the Engl/h act before us, but have al- 
tered ſome things in it, partly becauſe of the dif- 
ferent caſe we are in from thoſe in England, and 
partly to pleaſe the Commons, who have twice 
thrown out a bill of the ſame nature.. In the firſt 
place, inſtead of ſmall tythes in the Engliſb act, 
we have ſubſtituted tythes under 40s. per ann. 
The occaſion of this change is, that in a great 
part of this kingdom the bulk of the farmers 
have but four, fix, eight or ten acres, and a far- 
mer of 20 acres is a great farmer, which makes 
it very troubleſome and expenſive to recover 
tythes either in a ſpiritual court or in the 
exchequer. 

The uſual way of ſuing for tythes here is in 


the ſpiritual courts; and for the ſmall portion 


moſt people are to pay here, it will not often be 


worth while to go into the exchequer, Now 


when one of theſe ſorry wretches is put into 
CE N the 
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the ſpiritual court, he uſually incurs contempt 
for non-appearance, and afterwards falls under 
the ſentence of excommunication, which he does 
not regard; if a clergyman ſhould then be at the 
expence of taking out a writ de excommunicato 
capiendo, and take the defendant up, the coſts of 
the ſuit and tythes recovered, would abſolutely 
beggar the poor wretch ; ſo that theſe cauſes are 
ſeldom carried through: but when the fellow is 
found not to be frighted with excommunication, 
(which conſidering the number of papiſts and 
diſſenters here, is moſt generally the caſe) it 
is dropped. | 

There is indeed an Engliſh ſtatute 270 Hen. 8. 
c. 20. an act for tythes to be paid throughout 
this realm, which was plainly intended to affect 
Ireland as much as England, by which two juſtices 
of the peace, upon non-appearance in the ſpiri- 
tual court, might oblige the defendant to appear 
and. to give ſecurity to abide the ſentence of the 
court; but as [reland though at firſt mentioned, 
is not afterwards repeated, the judges and juſtices 
here ſeem to be of opinion that the juſtices can- 
not act here in virtue of that ſtatute ; and the juſ- 
tices will not aſſiſt the ſpiritual court, and the 
Commons will not hear of an act for the juſ- 
tices to help the eccleſiaſtical judge, ſo that this 
act about recovering tythes, &c. would be of 
great ſervice to the clergy here. 

The words ohlations and obventions have been 
omitted as having been formerly objected againſt 
by the Commons. And to remove any jealouſy 
that the clergy might try all theſe cauſes 755 

ore 
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fore one another, we have excluded the clergy 
from acting as juſtices in the execution of this 
act; which is the more reaſonable here, becauſe 
in many counties one fourth or fifth part of the 
reſiding juſtices are of the clergy ; ſince otherwiſe 
many tracts of land of 10 or 15 miles every way 
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would have no reſident juſtice. 
We ſhall likewiſe ſend over an act to impower 
Archbiſhops, &c. to part with the advowſon of MM 
benefices under 30/. per ann. or more. My | 
brethren the Biſhops conſented to this bill before 
it was offered. And that your Grace may the 
better underſtand the expediency of this bill, it 
will be proper to inform you, that in many parts 
of this kingdom, by means of impropriations, 
there are vicarages or curacies worth but 5, 10 /, 
&c. per ann. that in ſeveral places the Biſhops let 
the ſame perſon enjoy three or four on to ſeven or 
eight of theſe, which poſſibly all together make 
but 60, 80 or 100/. per ann. or little more: and | 
there is it may be but one or two Churches on all | 
the denominations, which is the name we give 
theſe pariſhes: that the patronage of the greateſt 
part of theſe is either in the Crown or the Bi- 
ſhops ; that there might be difficulties raiſed as 
to the Crown parting with its right, but we 
think there can be no objection to ſuffer Bi- 
ſhops to part with their right for the good of 
the Church, and-procuring additional clergymen ; 
and we have the more reaſon to try what ef- 
fect this temptation of the ſole patronage to a 
lay benefactor may have, ſince the act of King 
Charles 1. by which. any one who reſtored tythes 
| to 
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to the Church was to have a turn with the old 
patron in proportion to the value of tythes given, 
in reſpect of the old income of the Church, has 
had very little effect. We have in the ſame bill 
encouraged people to build and endow Chapels of 
Eaſe by giving them and their heirs the nomina- 
tion to ſuch Chapels. 

Your Grace will "MM that in this act we had 
before us the act paſſed in England 10 Georg. f. 
only that we have no fund to help ſuch benefac- 
tors as there is in England; and as there are 
truſtees of the firſt fruits here for buying glebes 
or tythes for ſmall livings, we have in this act 
made them the repoſitories of the authentick va- 
lue of ſmall livings, and of all augmentations in 
virtue of this act, that there may be ſome to ſee 
that the grants are ſuch as they ought to be for 
value and validity. - 

In this kingdom the clergy paid the 20th; not 
the roth to the Crown, as in England, and rſt 
fruits; but the 2oths were given off by Queen 
Anne, and the firſt fruits are the only fund the 
truſtees have, which communibus annis, riſes no 
higher than from 3 to 400 J. per ann. deducting 
charges, without a power to receive any bene- 
factions. I hope it may pleaſe God in time to 
diſpoſe the parliament to permit theſe truſtees to 
receive benefactions for ſo good purpoſes; fince 
what we are now doing 1n our Church bills ſeems 
to be very well liked; though when I firſt came 
hither, the laity would not have heard with pa- 
tience the leaſt propoſal of what we are now

and this is no more than what is done every ſeſ- 
ſion in England, where rivers are made navigable 
or commons incloſed; and in many road bills. 

I ſhall now acquaint your Grace with the great 
want we are in of this bill : our preſent tillage 
falls very ſhort of anſwering the demands of this 


nation, which occaſions our importing corn from 


England and other places; and whilſt our poor 
have bread to eat, we do not complain of this; 


but by tilling ſo little, if our crop fails, or yields 


indifferently, our poor have not money to buy 
bread. This was the caſe in 1725 and laſt year, 
and without a prodigious crop, will be more ſo 
this year. When I went my viſitation laſt year, 


barley in ſome inland places, fold for 65. a buſhel 


to 
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to make bread of; and oatmeal: (which is the 
bread of the north) ſold for twice or thrice the 
uſual price: and we met all the roads full of 
whole families that had left their homes to beg 
abroad, ſince their neighbours had nothing to 


relieve them with. And as the winter ſubſiſt- 
ance of the poor is chiefly potatoes, this ſcarcity 


drove the poor to begin with their potatoes before 
they were full grown, ſo that they have loſt half 


the benefit of them, and have ſpent their ſtock 


about two months ſooner than uſual ; and oat- 


meal is at this diſtance from harveſt, in many 
parts of this kingdom three times the cuſtomary 


price; ſo that this ſummer muſt be more fatal to 


us than the laſt; when 1 fear Oy hundreds 
periſhed by famine. 


Now the occaſion of this evil is, that many 


perſons have hired large tracts of land, on to 3 or 
' 4000 acres, and have ſtocked them with cattle, 


and have no other inhabitants on their land than 
ſo many cottiers as are neceſſary to look after their 
ſheep and black cattle; ſo that in ſome of the 
fineſt counties, in many places there 'is neither 
houſe nor corn field to be ſeen in 10 or 15 miles 
travelling: and daily in ſome counties, many 
gentlemen (as. their leaſes fall into their hands) 


tye up their tenants from tillage : and this is 


one of the main cauſes why ſo many venture to 
go into foreign ſervice at the hazard of their lives, 
if taken, becauſe they can get no land to till at 
home. And if ſome ſtop be not put to this evil, 


we muſt daily decreaſe in the numbers of our: 


people.

keep our youth at home, to employ our poor, 
and not be in danger of a famine among the poor 
upon any little miſcarriage in our harveſt.

be reimburſed three fourths by their ſucceſſor, the 
next to be reimburſed two, and the e in- 
cumbent one fourth. 

There is a third bill to encourage benefactors 
to increaſe our poor livings, (many of which have 
ſo ſmall an income, that in ſome parts of the 
kingdom, the fame perſon enjoys four, five, and 


ſometimes on to eight or nine of them, and yet 


has not 100 J. per ann.) by enabling Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, and other eccleſiaſtical perſons to part 
with the advowſon of livings under 30 J. per ann. 


to ſuch benefactor as will endow fuch ſmall living 
with 30 J. per ann. or more; and by giving the 


patronage of a Chapel to any one who ſhall build 
a Chapel and endow it with 30 J. per ann. or 
more. In this act we had before us, one to the 


ſame purpoſe paſt in England i in the firſt year of 


his late — 1 
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In a bill to repeal a clauſe in a former bill, 
about the real union and diviſion of pariſhes, there 
is a elauſe that the chief governor may, where 
the King is patron, conſent for the King, to the 
removing the ſite of a Church to a more conve- 
nient place in the pariſh. Our pariſhes here are 
exceeding poor, and the addition of 16 or 200. 
in the fees, prevents building a Church in a con- 
venient part of the pariſh, where the old Church 
ſtands 1t may be at one end of a very large 
pariſh; and we hope as the King's patronage 
cannot be hart, but rather improved by ſuch a 
change, that this clauſe will be granted us. 

As theſe are in ſome fort Church bills, I have 
not troubled your Grace with a very particular 
account of them, but have ſent a more large ac- 
count of them to the Biſhop of London, who will 
be able to inform your Grace more fully of their 
nature and deſign, as well as of the following 
bills, if your Grace defires it. | 0} 

There is another bill gone over, part of which 
is for the encouragement of tillage; it is to the 
fame purpoſe as one that went from the council 
to England at his Majeſty's happy acceſſion. It 
gives no premium to the exporter of corn, but 
obliges every perſon occupying 100 acres or more, 
to plough five for every 100 acres he poſſeſſes, 
excepting meadows and other paſture lands ; and 
as the landlords in ſome parts here tye up their 
tenants from ploughing, it releaſes the tenant 
from ſach articles as far as five acres in 100 ; but 
that the landlord may be no ſufferer, the tenant 
is not at liberty to . the land. For —_— 

| 8 
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of tillage our young fellows have no employment 
at home, and go into foreign ſervice ; and upon 
any accident in our harveſt, we are in danger 
of a famine. _ 

Since I came here in the year I 72 5, there was 
almoſt a famine among the poor; laſt year the 
dearneſs of corn was ſuch that thouſands of families 

uitted their habitations to ſeek bread elſewhere, 
and many hundreds periſhed; this year the poor 
had conſumed their potatoes, which is their win- 
ter ſubſiſtance, near two months ſooner than ordi- 
nary, and are already through the dearneſs of corn, 
in that want, that in ſome. places they begin al- 
ready to quit their habitations. I hope we ſhall 
meet with ſo much compaſſion at the council, as 
to let us have this bill returned, that the incon- 
veniencies we are at preſent ſo frequently expoſed 
to, may-be gradually removed. 

There 1s another bill gone over, to regulate 
the admiſſion of barriſters, attornies, ſix-clerks, 
follicitors, ſub-ſheriffs, deputy officers, &c. which 
is of the laſt. conſequence to this kingdom. 


I The practice of the law, from the top to the 
bottom, is at preſent moſtly in the hands of new 


converts, ho give no farther ſecurity on this 
account, than producing a certificate of their 
having received the ſacrament in the Church of 
England or Ireland, which ſeveral of them who 
were papiſts at London, obtain on the road hither, 
and demand to be admitted barriſter in virtue of 
it, at their arrival; and ſeveral of them have 
popiſh wives and maſs ſaid in their houſes, and 


breed up their children papiſts, 'Things are at 
preſent. 
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preſent ſo bad with us, that if about fix ſhould 
be removed from the bar to the bench- here, 
there will not be a barriſter of note left that is 

not a convert. 

To put ſome ſtop to this evil, this bill endea- 
yours to obtain ſome farther ſecurity of the ſincerity 
of theſe converts: 1. by obliging all that come to 
the bar hereafter, or practice as attornies or ſolli- 
citors, - &c. or act as ſub ſheriffs, ſheriffs clerks, 
or deputy officers in the courts, to make a decla- 
ration againſt popery, and take the oath of abjura- 
tion before they are admitted or practice: 2. that 
every convert ſhall have been ſo five years before 
his admiſſion, or ſo practiſing or acting: 3. that 
he breed up all his children under 14, as well. 
thoſe born before his converſion, as thoſe after, 
in the proteſtant religion: and 4. that whoever 


fails in any of theſe points, ſhall incur the penal- 


ties and diſabilities to which thoſe relapſing from 
the proteſtant religion to popery are liable. 
Every body here is ſenſible of the terrible 
effects of this growing evil, and both Lords and 
Commons are moſt eagerly deſirous of this bill. 


We have likewiſe by this bill inflicted the ſame 


penalties on every convert or proteſtant who ſhall 
breed up any child a papiſt. But if the latter part 
be thought too ſevere, or have too ſtrong a 
party againſt it, I hope, however that what re- 
lates to lawyers, attornies, ſollicitors, ſub ſhe- 
riffs, &c. will be granted us, or the proteſtant, 
intereſt muſt ſuffer extremely here. | 8 


I ſhould flatter myſelf, that as in this bill 
we have not meddled with the papiſts, but only 
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with perſons profeſſing themſelves proteſtants, 
the foreign miniſters cannot with any reaſon 
or decency make any application to his Majeſty 


againſt this bill. . 
We have this week had before us a bill, in 
which the value of ſeveral goods that pay cuſ- 
tom, that were before unſettled, is fixed. By a let- 
ter that we ſhall ſend with it from the council, I 
hope it will appear that we have acted with a 
due ſenſe of our duty to his Majeſty ; and I can 
aſſure your Grace that the altering a rate ſent up 
by the Commons, was done with that gentleneſs 
and tenderneſs, that ſome very warm men of 
that houſe, have thanked my Lord Chancellor 
and myſelf for the tenderneſs we ſhewed on that 
_ occaſion to the ſubje&, and have aſſured us they 
do not queſtion the Commons readily acquieſcing 
in what 1s done. 
As J muſt have tired your Grace by this time, I

A FTER the great trouble I have already 
A given your Lordſhip about our bills, I muſt 
defire your farther aſſiſtance at the council about 
one bill more. 

It is an act for regulating the admiſſion of ba- 
riſters, attornies, fix-derks, &c. As the laws 
ſtand already theſe ſeveral perſons ought to be 
proteſtants, but they give no further ſecurity of 
their being ſo, than that, if they are born of 
popiſh parents, they muſt produce a certificate 
of their having received the ſacrament in the 
Church of England or Ireland; and muſt edu- 
cate their children under 14 years of age at their 
converſion in the proteſtant religion. - But as the 
law ſtands at preſent, a man may the day after 
his real or pretended converſion, be admitted a 
barriſter, attorney, &c. and practice as a ſollici- 
tor, or be a deputy officer or fub-ſheriff, &c. 
and we have had ſeveral who were papiſts, and 
on the road from London hither have taken the 
ſacrament and obtained a certificate, and at their 
arrival here have been admitted to the bar. They 
likewiſe pretend that the children born after their 
converſion are not included in that claufe- about 
educating their children proteſtants, becauſe they 
were not under 14 at the time of their converſion ; 


ſo that many of dheſe converts have a popiſh wife 
53 who 
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who has maſs ſaid in the family, and the children 

are brought up papiſts. | 
Now this grievance is the greater here, becauſe 

the buſineſs of the law from top to bottom is al- 

moſt in the hands of theſe converts; when eight 


or ten proteſtants are ſet aſide, the reſt of the bar | 


are all converts; much the greateſt part of attor- 
nies, ſollicitors, deputy officers, ſub-ſheriffs, ſhe- 
riffs clerks, are new converts ; and the old proteſ- 
tants are every day more and more working out of 
the buſineſs of the law, which muſt end in our ruin. 
This makes us attempt to remedy. this evil by 
this bill, for the ſucceſs of which both Lords and 
Commons are equally ſollicitous. In this bill the 
farther ſecurities we require of all theſe people 
are: I. that for the future, all taking to the law 
ſhall make the declarations, and take and ſubſcribe 
to the oath required in the act to prevent the far- 
ther growth of popery, 29 Anne reg. the decla- 
ration is -againſt ſeveral of the errors of popery; 
the oath is that of abjuration: 2. that nobody 
ſhall be admitted a barriſter, &c. till five years after 
his converſion, and continuing in the Church of 
Ireland: 3. that they breed up the poſt nati as well 
as the ante nat; under 14, proteſtants: 4, that 
he who offends in any of theſe points ſhall fall 
under the diſabilities, &c. to which one relapſing 
from the proteſtant to the popith religion is ſubject. 
This 1s what we tried originally to puſh at, but 
were forced to take in all converts educating their 
children papiſts, and ſubject them to the like in- 
capacities, and likewiſe proteſtants ſo offending : 
the occaſion of this latter clauſe is, that the * 
bs 0 
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of ſome converts breed their children papiſts, and 
reckon they do not incur the penalties appointed 
for converts educating their children papiſts, be- 
cauſe ſay they, our fathers were indeed converts, 
but we are original proteſtants. 

I find there are great hopes here among the 
papiſts, that the bringing in all converts makes 
ſuch a ſtrength againſt the bill, that it will be 
ſunk in England. If there be any danger of that, 
or what relates to all converts be thought too ſe- 
vera, I would beg we may have ſo much returned 
to us of the bill as relates to all in any branch of 
the law; for we muſt be undone here if that 
profeſſion gets ifito the hands of converts, where 
it is almoſt already got, and where it every day 
gets more and more. 

I have referred his Grace of Newcaſtle, to whom 
I have wrote about ſome of our bills, to your Lord- 
ſhip, to be more fully informed than I could in- 
form his Lordſhip in the compaſs of a letter : the 
bills he is moſt likely to enquire after are, the 
clauſe about the chief governor conſenting for the

Iam very much obliged to you for the care you 
took of our Church bills, under ſo great weak- 
neſs, by recommending the care of them to ſo 
able a goon and ſo good a friend of the Church 
as my Lord Privy Seal *. I find moſt of them are 
gone through the committee of council, and hope 
as my Lord was fully inſtructed in our wants, 
that he has ſtruck out an alteration made by the 
Attorney-general in our bill for the reſidence of 
clergymen, which if it has ſtood, will defeat the 
chief intention of the bill. 

Our bench have been very buſy with their 
friends in the Houſe of Commons, to paſs our 
bills when returned, which if they do, we may 
hope by degrees to ſee ſomewhat of the face of 
religion in this country. 

I have been enquiring-about the value of Mr. 
Horner's living, and believe it to be about 160 J. 

er ann. I believe he has been under great difh- 
culties, as he was very bare of money when he 
firſt took it, and was kept out of part of the tythes

of 
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of the firſt year, and has had but ſlow payments 
of the tythes of the ſecond harveſt, ſince it is 
generally counted good payment if a clergyman 
gets half his tythes paid him the Candlemas after 
they were due. His uneaſineſs is not owing to his 
temper, but to very great rudeneſſes he has met 
with from a popiſh gentleman of a good eſtate in 
his pariſh, whoſe tenants moſt of the pariſhioners 
are, as they are likewiſe papiſts. And I do not 
find he has given any other offence than preach- 
ing againſt popery, and talking with ſome of his 
. pariſhioners to bring them over to our Church. 
As Mr. Horner is one who has a ſenſe of his 
duty, I hope he may be of ſervice here, and 
after ſome time he may be removed to ſome- 
what better.

I am glad the affair of a prolocutor, and the 
meeting of a convocation are gone off ſo eafily,

I have here ſent it with an account of the 
preſent value of our coins; and the favour I 
have to deſire of Sir Robert Walpole is to look it 
over, and ſee whether the ſcheme there propoſed 
1s rational, and what he will intercede with his 
Majeſty to grant us, if we apply for it from the 
council here. : 
We had this affair before the council, upon a 
letter from my Lord Lieutenant in the year 1726, 
and had made all our calculations of the value 
intended for gold and filver coins in a new pro- 
clamation upon the ſcheme here propoſed; and 
had almoſt finiſhed the affair, but the apprehen- 
ſions of a war and the intereſt of the bankers 
here with ſome of the council, hung up the 
affair then, and it has ſlept ever ſince. But as 
the want of filver every day increaſes upon us, 
and loudly calls for fome relief, I have ſent over 
this memorial, that the miniſtry may be ap- 
prized of what we would puſh at here, and - 
the 
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the ſcheme, which I take to be rational, and in 
reſpect of England, unexceptionable, be approved 
of by Sir Robert Walpole, IJ have no doubt but 
the Lord Chancellor and myſelf ſhall be able to

foreign filver. As to the having any filver coined 
here, or on the account of this nation, at the 
the mint in the tower, we think it is an affair 
that requires and will admit of farther delibera- 
tion. As to the coining of copper half-pence, we 
are all of opinion that it is a thing not to be 
meddled with but by the parliament, and that if 
his Majeſty will favour the nation with ſuch a 


coinage on account of the publick, it will be a 


thing proper for your Excellency, if we have the 


happineſs of ſeeing your Lordſhip here another 
parliament, as I hope we ſhall, to make an offer 


of it to the parliament from his Majeſty. 
| Before had the honour of your Excellency's, I

formerly. calculated upon, will more certainly 
help us to ſome foreign filver. FCAT 
I am at preſent employed in going round and 
diſcourfing the privy councellors ſeparately, to 
prepare them for their concurrence, and if I find 
them favourably diſpoſed, we will endeavour to 
puſh the thing before the judges go their circuits. 
We keep the affair as ſecret as we can, and Iam

Grace ſo melancholy an account of the ſtate 
of this kingdom, as I ſhall in this letter, but 1 
thought it my duty to let his Majeſty know our 
preſent condition in the north. For we have had 
three bad harveſts together there, which has made 
oatmeal, which is their great ſubſiſtance, much 
dearer than ordinary, and as our farmers here are 
very poor, and obliged as ſoon as they have their 
corn, to ſell it for ready money to pay their rents, 
it is more in the power of thoſe who haye a little 
money to engroſs corn here, and make advantage 
of its ſcardeneſs, than in England. 

We have had for ſeveral years ſome agents from 
the colonies in America, and ſeveral . 
| a * ſhips 
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ſhips that have gone about the country, and de- 
luded the people with ſtories of great plenty and 
eſtates to be had for going for in thoſe parts of 
the world: and they have been the better able to 
ſeduce NN by reaſon of the neceſſities of the 
poor of late. lp | 
The people that go from hence make great 
complaints of the oppreſſions they ſuffer here, not 
from the government, but from their fellow ſub- 
jets of one kind or another, as well as of the 
dearneſs of proviſion, and ſay theſe oppreſſions are 
one reaſon of their going. | 
But whatever occaſions their going, it is cer- 
tain that above 4200 men, women, and children 
have been ſhipped off from hence for the Veſt 
Indies within three years, and of theſe above 
' 31oo this laſt ſummer. Of theſe poſſibly one in 
ten may be a man of ſubſtance, and may do well 
enough abroad, but the caſe of the reſt is deplo- 
rable, the reſt either hire themſelves to thoſe of 
ſubſtance for their paſſage, or contract with the 
maſters of ſhips. for four years ſervitude. when 
they come thither, or if they make a ſhift: to 
pay for their paſſage, will be under a neceſſity 
of ſelling themſelves for ſervants for four years 
for their ſubſiſtance when they come there. 
The whole north is in a ferment at preſent, 
and people every day engaging one another to go 
next year to the Veſt Indies.

Thank your 83 for your Kind order 
1 to preſent Mr. Richardſon 5 e union of 
Burn-cburch; but before we could actually paſs 
his patent for it, I procured a copy of the act of 
union from the Regiſter of Oſory, that in the 
oouncil- office being burnt; upon peruſal of which 
the Attorney- general ſays, there is no doubt but 
that the Crown and Biſhop of Oſory are to pre- 
ſent alternately to that union, and that as the 
Crown preſented the laſt turn, the Biſhop i is to 
preſent this turn; ſo that it is to no 5 to 
take any farther ſtep i in that affair. 

Me have had ſeveral tumults in Cork, Water 
ford, Limerick, and other places in the ſouth, on 
pretence that corn was exported thence to Eng- 
land; though if we may believe the merchants 
here, little has been attempted to be; exported of 
late, but to the north of Ireland; and by all ac- 
counts there is great plenty in thoſe Parts, and 
corn at a very reaſonabl, e price. 

We have wrote to the ſeveral magiſtrates in 
thoſe parts to be diligent in preſerving the peace, 
and have ordered the officers of the army to aſſiſt 
the civil magiſtrates on occaſion, wherever we 
have been applied to for it. 

We have by this poſt ſent your Excellilicy the 
memorial delivered to us by the diſſenting _ 

NUIITET'S 
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niſters here, from the letters of their friends in 
the north: we objected againſt two heads of 
it, as we have acquainted your Excellency; but 
there is another part relating to the grievances 
about tyches; which is very far from being true. 
I. do not doubt but ſome perſons in the north 
may have bœen oppreſſed by the farmers of tythes. 
But 1 Have at every viſitation T have held had as 
great complaints from the clergy of the hardſhips 
ut upon them by the people, in coming at their 
juſt dues, as the people can make of being any 
ways oppreſſed by the clergy or their tythe far- 
"mers, and I believe with as much reaſon. As 
to the expenſiveneſs of the ſpiritual courts which 
they complain of, that will be very much avoided 
by the act paſſed laſt ſeſſions for the more eaſy reco- 
very of tythes of ſmall value. And indeed the gen- 
tlemen have ever fince I came hither, been putting 
it into the heads of their tenants, that it was 
not their rents,” but the paying of the tythes that 
made them find it hard to live on their farms.

There has been ſet on foot a fubſeriptian it 
in Dublin, to buy corn from Munſter, where it 
has been very cheap, to ſend it to the north, in 
order to keep the markets down; but though we 
have bought about 3000. worth of oats, oat- 
meal, and potatoes there, yet firſt by the conti- 
nuance of eaſterly winds for three weeks, and 
ſince by the inſurrections of the mob in thoſe. 
parts, not one boat load is yet arrived in the north; 
which 1 1s a great increaſe to their diſtreſs. 
There have been tumults at Limerick, Cork, 

Waterford, Clonmel, and other places, to prevent 
the corn we have bought from going to the 
north. Thoſe at Limerick and Cork have been 
the worſt, where they have broken open ware- 
Houſes and cellars, and ſet what price they pleaſed 
on provifions ; but I hope we ſhall hardly hear 
of any more riots, having given the * 
| orders 
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orders both to the civil and military officers is 
thoſe parts to take care to prevent or ſuppreſs all 
riots. There is no doubt but the buying of corn 
there has raiſed their markets; but ſtill as we are 
aſſured from thence, there is great plenty in the 


country ; and proviſions 'are in ſome places as 


cheap again as in the north; but where deareſt, 


at leaſt — third part cheaper. There is one re- 
flection theſe poor wretches have not made, that 


by their riots: the country are deterred from 
bringing them in proviſions, which will make 


things dearer in thoſe places than the eon 
mY are ſo angry at. 

We have given orders to. the ſeveral magil 
trates and the Judges of Aſſize to have the rioters 
proſecuted and — puniſhed,» 
The humour. of going to America Kill conti- 


nes, and the ſcarcity. of proviſions certainly 


makes many quit us: there are now ſeven ſhips at

ſome time deſigned to write to your Lordſhip on 
that ſubject. | 33 8 
But a memorial lately delivered in here by the 
diſſenting miniſters of this place, containing the 
cauſes of this deſertion, as repreſented to them 
by the letters of their brethren in the north, (which 
memorial we have lately ſent over to my Lord 
Lieutenant, ) mentioning the oppreiſion of the ec- 
cleſiaſtical courts about tythes as one of their 


great grievances: I found myſelf under a neceſſity 
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of troubling your Lordſhip on this occaſion with 
a true ſtate of that affair, and of defiring your 


Lordſhip to diſcourſe with the miniſtry about it. 


The gentlemen of this country have ever ſince 


I came hither been talking to others, and per- 


ſuading their tenants who complained of the ex- 
ceſſiveneſs of their rents, that it was not the pay- 
ing too much rent, but too much tythe that im- 
poveriſhed them: and the notion ſoon took 
among Scotch preſbyterians, as a great part of the 
proteſtants in the north are, who it may eaſily 
be ſuppoſed do not pay tythes with great chear- 
fulneſs. And indeed I make no doubt but the 
landlords in England might with great eaſe raiſe 
a cry amongſt their tenants of the great oppreſ- 
ſion they lye under by paying tythes. 

What the gentlemen want to be at is that they 


may go on raiſing their rents, and that the clergy 


ſhould ſtill receive their old payments for their 
tythe. But as things have happened otherwiſe, 
and they are very angry with the clergy, without 
conſidering that it could not happen otherwiſe 


than it has, ſince if a clergyman ſaw a farm 
raiſed in its rent e. g. from 10 to 200. per ann. he 
might be ſure his tythe was certainly worth dou- 


ble what he formerly took for it. Not that I be- 
lieve the clergy have made a proportionable ad- 
vancement in their compoſition for their tythes, 
to what the gentlemen have made in their rents. 
And yet it is upon this riſe of the value of tythes 
that they would perſuade the people to throw 


their diſtreſs. 


In 
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In a conference I had with the diſſenting mi- 
niſters here ſome weeks ago, they mentioned the 
raiſing the value of tythes beyond what had been 
formerly paid, as a proof that the people were 
oppreſſed in the article of tythes. To which I 
told them, that the raiſing the value of tythes 
did not prove any oppreſſion, except it were 
proved that that value was greater than they 
were really worth; and that even then the farmer 
had his remedy by letting the clergy take it 

in kind. 1 | 
And there 1s the leſs in this argument, be- 
cauſe the fact is, that about the years 1694 and 
1695, the lands here were almoſt waſte and un- 
ſettled, and the clergy in the laſt diſtreſs for 
_ tenants for their tythes, when great numbers of 
them were glad to lett their tythes at a very 
low value, and that during incumbency, for 
few would take them on other terms; and as 
the country has ſince ſettled and improved, as 
thoſe incumbents have dropt off, the tythe of 
thoſe pariſhes has been conſiderably advanced 
without the leaſt oppreſſion, but I believe your 
_ Lordſhip will think not without ſome grumb- 
ling. The ſame no doubt has happened where 
there have been careleſs or needy incumbents, 
and others of a different character that have ſuc- 
ceeded them. | ny 
Ineed not mention to your Lordſhip what Thave 
been forced to talk to ſeveral here, that if a 
landlord takes too great a portion of the profits 
of a farm for his thare by way of rent, (as 
the tythe will light on the tenants ſhare) the 
T2 tenant 
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tenant will be impoveriſhed : but then it is not 
the tythe but the increaſed rent that undoes the 
farmer. And indeed in this country, where 1 


fear the tenant hardly ever has more than one 


third of the profits he makes of his farm for his 
ſhare, and too often but a fourth or perhaps a 


fifth part, as the tenant's ſhare is charged with 


the tythe, his caſe is no doubt hard, but it is 
plain from what fide the hardſhip ariſes. 
' Nor need I take notice to your Lordſhip of 
what I have been forced to talk very fully here, 
that if the land were freed from the payment of 
tythe, the tenant would not be the better for it, 
but the landlord, who would in that caſe raiſe 
his rent accordingly, and would probably receive 
15 or 20s. for additional rent, where the cler- 
7ymMman now receives 105. for tythe ; and that it 
would be the fame in proportion if the tythes 
were fixed to ſome modus below their real va- 
lue, which I am apprehenſive the gentlemen may 
attempt to do by a bill next ſeſſions. | 
As for the complaints of the oppreſſions in the 


eccleſiaſtical courts, your Lordſhip knows the 


dilatorineſs and expenſiveneſs of ſuits there. And 
yet till within feven or eight years all ſuits for 
tythes, &c. were there ; fince that time by de- 
grees the clergy have ſued in caſes of conſequence 
in the Exchequer ; but for dues of ſmall value, 
they {till are ſued for there. But in the main no 
body ſues in thoſe courts that can by fair means 
get any thing near his due; ſince, when the 
clergy have- put perſons into thoſe courts, the de- 


fendants either give them all the delay and trou- 
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ble they can, or elſe ſtand under contempt for 
never appearing, and let things go to the laſt ex- 
tremity, and ſtand excommunicated, and poflibly 
when a writ de excommunicato capiendo is taken 
out, and they find they have 7 or 8/. to pay, 
-they run away : for the greateſt part of the oc- 
cupiers of the land here are fo poor, that an ex- 
traordinary ſtroke of 8 or 10 /. falling on them, 
is certain ruin to them. 5 | | 
l˙ can aſſure your lordſhip that at every viſitation 
I have held here, which is annually, the clergy 
have made as great complaints of the hardſhips 
put upon them by the people in getting in their 
tythes, eſpecially their ſmall dues, as the people 
can of any oppreſſion from the clergy. And to 
my knowledge many of them have choſe rather 
to loſe their ſmall dues, than to be at a certain 
great expence in getting them, and at an uncer- 
tainty whether the farmer would not at laſt run 
away without paying any thing. And I can at- 
firm to-your lordſhip that the laity here are as trou- 
bleſome and. vexatious as they can be in England, 
and from time to time fight a cauſe of no great 
value through the Biſhop's court, then through 
the Archbiſhop's, and thence to the Delegates, 
where the clergy ſue for what is molt evidently 

their due. | 
I would not be underſtood by this to deny. 
that any clergyman or farmer of tythes ever did 
a hard thing by the people, but that there 1s 
not frequent occaſion of complaint againſt them. 
However laſt ſeſſions we paſled a bill here for 
the more eaſy recovery of ſmall tythes, &c. 
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which I believe will remove this cauſe of com- 
plaint, ſince I believe very few will ſpend ſome 
pounds to recover that in a ſpiritual court, which 
may be recovered for ſome ſhillings in ano- 
ther way. 

Upon occaſion of the conference I had Sits 
weeks ago with the. diſſenting miniſters here, I 
have enquired of ſeveral of the clergy, that are 
underſtanding and fair men, who have aſſured 
me, that as far as their knowledge reaches, they 
be':eve that generally the farmers do not pay more 
than two thirds of the real value of their tythes. 

Another thing they complain of in their me- 


morial is, the trouble that has been given them 


about their marriages and their ſchool-maſters. 
As to this I told them, that for ſome time they 
had not been moleſted about their marriages, and 


that as to their ſchool-maſters I was ſure they 


had met with very little trouble on that head, fince 


I had never heard any ſuch grievance ſo much as 


mentioned till I ſaw it in their memorial. 

Another matter complained of is the ſacramen- 
tal teſt, in relation to which I told them, the laws 
were the ſame in England. 

As for other grievances they mention, ſuch as 
raiſing the rents unreaſonably, the oppreſſion of 
Juſtices of the Peace, ſeneſchals, and other offi- 


cers in the country, as they are no ways of an 


eccleſiaſtical nature, I ſhall not trouble your 
Lordthip with .an account of them; but muſt 
defire your Lordſhip to talk with the miniſtry on

on Frida) was fort- night went through the gold 
coins, and the next day the ſilver; and if Mr. Co- 
nolly had not gone out of town then we could have

As the the ſeſſion of our parliament i is begun, 
A we are thinking of ſome neceſſary bills; and 
as moſt of our clergy have neither houſe; nor 
glebe, we are for trying to help them to ſome. 
We attempted laſt ſeſſion to have a bill to im- 

wer a tenant in tail, to make a grant of 40 
acres, at the full improved value for a glebe, 
Which was diſapproved i in England. We + te 
now attempt to impower ſuch tenant to grant a 
glebe of 20, or rather than fail, of 10 acres, on 
the ſame conditions as before. But we would firſt 
willingly know what would be allowed of in Eng- 
land. We think 10 acres cannot be thought any 
great damage to the remainder man; and with- 
out ſuch an help, as moſt of our eſtates are under 
ſettlements, there is ſcarce any coming at glebes. 

We were told my Lord Trevor very much op-

Have had the honour of your Grace's of the 
14th inſtant, and am too ſenſible of the hurry 
of buſineſs in England to expect a regular correſ- 
ondence from one in your Grace's ſtation. I have 
the beſt proofs of my not being neglected by your 
Lordſhip and others in the miniſtry by my having 
been hitherto ſupported here. 
As the ſeſſion of our parliament is now opened, 
I think his Majeſty does very right in not filling 
the archbiſhoprick. of Dublin till our parliament 
riſes, and ſhall ſay nothing farther on that ſubject 
at preſent, than that I hope it will at laſt be filled 
with an Engliſbman. 
Vour Grace has no doubt had an account of 
Mr. Conolly's illneſs, and quitting the chair, and 
Sir Ralph Gore being choſen in his room. It is 


likely Mr. Conoliy will not live many days. 


The ſeſſion has opened very well, and moſt of 
the members ſeem diſpoſed and promiſe to pro- 
vide ſome fund to pay intereſt for about 200, ooo. 
of our debts, till we are able to pay them. And 
indeed without ſuch a proviſion, the wheels of the 
government will be ſo clogged here, that in 
caſe of any accident, we ſhall hardly be able to 
ſend a regiment! abroad, if called for.

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us, and the utmoſt grumbling againſt England, as 
getting all our Oy from us either by trade or 
otherwiſe. 

And this ſpirit has been 3 by a book 
lately publiſhed here about the abſentees, who 
according to the calculation of that author, draw 
from us about 62,0007. per ann. It is certain 
the ſum of his calculations are wrong, ſince ac- 
cording to them, about 440, ooo /. per ann. would 
be paid by us as our ballance of trade, &c. which 
if true, would in about pig years 1 left us 
without money. | | 

And I believe among lels intelligent perſons, 
they are for taxing the abſentees 45s. in the 
pound; but J am ſatisfied the men of ſenſe in ei- 
ther houſe are too wiſe to make an attempt of that 
nature, which they know could only exaſperate 
England, without ever having. fuch a bill re- 
turned to us. 

We are no doubt in a miſbrable Jciiehion, 
by having had three or four bad harveſts toge- 
ther, and if God had not blefſed us with a plen- 
tiful crop this harveſt, we had been ruined for 
ſome years, but T hope we ſhall pick up by degrees. 

But there is an evil ſpirit here, that inſtead of 
owning whence'our calamities really came, would 
throw all upon England. 1 

The abſentees ſpending their money there, the 
reſtraints upon our woot and woollen manufactures, 
theencreaſe of the eſtabliſhment penſions, though 
we tell them his preſent Majeſty has granted none, 
and our regiments being at Gibraltar, though we

an 
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land required it, are the great topicks of com- 


plaint. On Tuęſday they went into a committee 


on the ſtate of the nation, where theſe heads 
were opened with ſome others, and on Monday 
they are to ſit again. Whether they will, as 
ſome propoſe, draw up a memorial to be pre- 
ſented to his Majeſty, ſetting forth their miſery 
to no purpoſe; or whether they will, as the 
wiſeſt amongſt them are diſpoſed, content them- 


ſelves to redreſs ſuch evils as they can, is hard to

Am very ſorry I muſt acquaint your Grace 
that the ill ſpirit I mentioned in my laſt ſtill in- 
creaſes, or at leaſt ſeems to intimidate thoſe who 
are better diſpoſed i in the Houſe of Commons. 
The privy council was attacked on Saturday laſt 
about the overdrawing of the. concordatum for 
the two laſt years; but the committee then broke 
up without any concluſion, by its being carried 
that the chairman ſhould leave the chair. On 
Monday they ſeemed to have dropped the far- 
ther ouifalt of that affair; but on Tueſday it 
was, through non-attendance of ſome, and ill- 
concerted meaſures of thoſe preſent, carried with- 
out withdrawing, that the over-drawings of the 
concordatum would be of ill conſequence to _ 
kingdom. 
To-morrow it is expected that there will be a 
report to the houſe from the committee, when we 


are 
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are promiſed. that the houſe will diſagree with 
the committee. If gentlemen will attend and 
unite in their meaſures it may eaſily be done; 
but hitherto there has been very little agreement, 
nor any well concerted management in that 
houſe. There is no doubt but Mr. Conolly's illneſs 
has been one occaſion of this disjointedneſs, and 
it will require time to bring the ſeveral clans 
which united in him to center in another. 

After his death being, expected for ſeveral days, 
Mr. Conolly died this morning about one o'clock. 
He has left behind him a very great fortune, 
ſome talk of 17,090 J. per ann. 

As his death makes a vacancy among the com- 
miſſioners of the revenue, my Lord Chancellor 
and I have been talking with my Lord Lieute- 
nant on that ſubject, and we all agree it will be
